Beta  Kappa,  the  national  academic 
honor  Society,  concluded  its  campus 
vuii  today  after  'examining  all  aspects 
of  the  college’s  life,”  said  Dr.  G«rge 
Maduw.co-chairorihe  Phi  Be la  Kappa 
Application  Committee  and  assistant 
professor  of  mathematical  sciences. 

Dunng  the  visit,  the  memben  took 
into  consideration  the  'college’s 
fi  nancial  heal th  and  faculty  governance' 
as  well  as  the  student  atmosphere,  said 
Dr.  Paul  Lukacs,  co-chair  of  the  Phi 
BeiaKappa  Application  Committee  and 
chairof  the  English  department. 

After  the  visit,  the  membere  will 
moke  a recommendation  to  the  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  Senate,  which  furthcrexamincs 
all  colleges  and  universities  applying 
for  membership,  explained  Lukacs. 
These  recommendations,  according  to 
Lukacs.  will  be  sent  to  the  National 
Conference  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  being 
held  in  October  of  1994  in  San 
Fhincisco.  “Evcryaciivcchapicrsends 
dclcgaics'ioiheconfcrenccanddccidcs 
whether  a certain  college  or  university 
should  be  accepted  into  the  Society,  he 
said. 

'Rir  a school  to  have  a chapter 
indicates  that  It  tsone  of  the  lopcollcgcs 
or  universities  in  the  United  Slates,” 
said  Lukacs. 

Phi  Beta  Kappa  was  founded  at  the 
College  of  William  and  Mary, 


Williamsburg.  in  I T76.  Acconltng 
to  Mackiw.  only  243  colleges  and 

uni ve  iM  i ICS  have  cha  p tc  IS  to  thei  r crod  1 1 . 
Lukacs  added  that  the  chapter  only 
applies  to  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Scicnee.s  and  that  if  the  college  ts 
fonunaic  to  receive  a chapter  "only 
people  majoring  in  the  Arvs  and  Sciences 
will  he  inducted  into  the  Society." 

Thi.stsihecollcge’ssccondaiicmpi 
for  admittance  into  the  Society, 
explained  Lukacs.  Mackiw  and  13 
other  faculty  members  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  formed  an  Application 
Committee  In  1985  to  work  on 
esiablushing  a chapter  at  Loyola.  By 
1988,  the  committee  drafted  an 
application  to  petition  andsubmil  to  the 
Society's  national  body. 

Thcapplicationwasacceplcd.and 
In  the  fall  of  1989.  a visiting  team 
arrived  and  evaluated  the  college. 
According  to  Lukacs,  the  team  then 
recommended  Loyola  to  the  Socieiy'.s 
Senate  which  gave  its  approval  in 
Dcccmbcrof  1990  to  allow  the  college's 
petition  to  go  before  the  chapter 
representatives  for  a final  vote. 

During  the  Society’s  triennial 
national  meeting  in  Wuhington,  D.C., 
October  1991,  the  membership  was 
voted  down.  According  to  Lukacs,  the 
college  was  short  six  votes  out  of  the 
necessary  two-thirds  needed  for 
approval. 

Mackiw  “senses  that  things  will  go 
belter"  the  second  lime  around.  The 
college  is  “prepared  and  has  worked 
hard,”  he  said.

College  approves 
resolution  for  " Speech 
and  Expression"  policy

A resolution  "promvMing  speech 
and  expression  that  foster  an  open 
exchange  of  ideas  and  opinions”  was 
recently  approved  by  the  college, 
according  lo  the  College  Council. 

Since  a college  "Speech  and 
Expression  Policy”  has  not  been 
approved  in  ihe  past,  a new  resolution, 
difTering  m two  important  ways,  has 
been  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Matthew 
Gailman,  associate  profosorofhistory. 

"First,”  said  Gailman,  “this 
resolution  contemplates  no  limiiuiion 
on  speech  beyond  excluding  unlawful 
aciivities  and  allowing  'rca.vonablc 
restriction  of  time,  place  and  manner."' 
Secondly.  Gailman  added,  “this 
resolution  would  apply  lo  the  entire 
college  rather  than  merely  lo  student 
clubs  and  organizations." 


Although  the  college  hn.v  been 
committed  to  an  "open  exchange  of 
ideas  and  opinions,”  repnniing  this 
declaration  in  college  publications  is 
ccnainly  appropnatc.  and  would  clear 
up  misconceptions  among  .viudcnis, 
faculty  and  admtilisiraiors,  said 
Gailman. 

He  continued  that  Loyola’s 
commiimcni  would  be  miide  public  to 
people  who  arc  not  familiar  with  the 
college.  This  would  bcncfll  the  college 
at  any  time, “but  it  becomes  particularly 
imporlanl  os  rcprcscniulivcs  from  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  prepare  for  ihcir  campu-s 
visit,”  said  Gailman. 

Slating  thut“frcedomorcxpiesslon 
iscrucial,"Dr.PaulLukacs,eh8irofihc 
English  department  and  co-chair  of  the 
PhiBctaKappaAppliciitionCtommiltcc. 
urged  the  college  lo  adopt  the  policy  os 
well.

4.  Refuse  lobe  apologetic 

With  these  goals  in  mind,  we  see  no 
reason  for  tinudness  or  acquiescence  to 


existing  sexist  authority  and  ideology. 
Why  should  we  plead  and  quicily  wail 
for  nghis,  tesponsibiliiics,  and  pnvileges 
long  and  unjustly  overdue?  Instead,  we 
will  passionately  and  constructively  ex- 
press our  grievances  and  gifts  for  the 
benefit  of  all. 

5.  Take  the  high  road 

In  our  quest  for  equality  and  em- 
powerment, we  must  abide  by  high  stan- 
dards of  conduct  and  communication. 
Weeannot  afford  to  be  brash,  abrasive  or 
careless.  Instead,  we  should  present  and 
maintain  an  overall  unity  that  allows  for 
andappieciaicsdiflctcDces  within.  Femi- 


nists can  and  should  express  themselves 
w iih  equal  amounts  of  passions  and  de- 
que rve. 

5.  Gather  and  teach  a true  history 

This  docs  iKtt  entail  glossing  over 
our  present  history  or  even  creating  a 
ivcw  one.  NN'e  do  need  to  present  an 
accurate  description  of  our  past.  \M: 
cannot  comprehend  our  present  or  plan 
for  j luiure  if  this  European,  male  domi- 
nated versionconiinuestocloud  history. 
We  need  to  uncover  the  truth  about  mother 
goddess  spintualiiy  and  our  present  pa- 
tnarchal  religions.  \St  need  to  learn 
about  past  women  who  courageously 
forged  paths  in  politics  and  other  profes- 
sions because  we  are  still  Oghiing  the 
same  prv3hlcms. 

Ourcullure  today  obscures  ihcspin- 
lualiiy  and  culture  women  held  In  posi 
societies.  Programs  like  Loyola's  Gen- 
der Studies  minor  are  excellent  woy.s  to 
lake  back  this  ignoredand  forgotten  past. 
If  we  are  to  make  any  progress,  we  must 
rediscover  such  precious  guin.s  so  pain- 
fully lost.

School  Bus  At  the  NN^icrworks"  and 
“The  Magic  School  Bus  Inside  the  Hu- 
man Body“  arc  two  children's  books 
wrilicnbyCole.Thcywcrc  both  winners 
of  the  1^7  Boston  Globc-Hom  Award 
for  a non-fiction  honor. 

The  two  “Magic  School  Bus"  sto- 
nes arc  talcs  about  a class  of  students  in 
elementary  school  and  their  teacher,  Ms.

Sam  Shepard,  a Pulitzer  Pnze-wm- 
omg  playwn^t.  a renowned  for  creai- 
ingcharacierswho  arc  in  confused  states 
about  their  worlds,  whKh  seem  to  base 
been  turned  completely  upside  down. 
"Lia  of  the  Mind",  it  the  Beil's  Point 
Oorecr  Theatre,  a no  exception  to 
SbepanJ'sstyk.  SetuiSoutbcrnCalifor- 
u and  Montana,  it  tt  a story  of  how  two 
families  deal  with  the  vxoleni  break-up  of 
theuctuMren’s  mamage. 

The  play  begiru  with  Beth,  the 
abuwd  wife  who  B raa  bospital  recover- 
tag  from  a bcaung  inflicted  on  ber  by  her 
biabandJake.  It qtackly  becomes appar- 
cal  that  he  b growing  mentally  unstable 
bom  parars'.^  and  fear  of  being  con-

aeten  irturn  lo  their  families  in  order  lo 


straighten  out  ihctr  lives.  Beth  goes 
home  with  her  brother  Mike  lo  Montana, 
and  Jakctttakcn  to  his  mother's.  It  is  in 
each  household  that  we  see  the  main 
characters  lesoUe  or  fail  lo  resolve  their 
problems. 

As  the  play  progresses  the  aminos- 
iiy  between  the  families  is  revealed 
when  both  mothers  can't  remember  the 
names  of  their  daughter  or  son-m  law.

“Lks  of  the  Mind"  a a two  and  a 
half  hours  long  and  set  in  three  acts, 
buiihc  ptsy  bolds  the  audience's  aiien- 
tjon  bccaioe  of  the  different  personali- 
ties presemed.  Both  Beth  and  Jake  arc 
inmgumg  characten  from  whom  you  an 
never  quite  sure  what  to  expect,  espe-

Mark  Bernier 
plays  Jake  and  is  good  at  showing  the 
anguishandfrusiraiionpcntupinsideihc 
character.  Asccncwhichheldmyatien- 
ilon  the  most  was  when  Joke's  sister 
Sally  confesses  a dark,  long-kept  secret 
about  her  brother.  What  impressed  iik 
^ui  this  scene  was  the  emotion  that 
Beth  Sawyer,  who  plays  Sally,  was  able

Over- 
all. the  acting  wasat  a much  higher  level 
than  might  Ik  expected  at  a comer  the- 
atre. 

Fells  Point  Comer  Theatre  ia  a 
unique  theatre  in  many  ways.  Having 
scats  foronly  70,  itallows  the  audience 
to  feel  close  to  the  actors,  and  has  a 
simple  but  pleasant  decoration  and  at- 
mosphere. The  stage  set  consistedof 
two  rooms,  and  the  only  set  change  was 
the  switch  from  8 bed  to  a sofa.  TTu-s  set 
allowed  the  audience  to  sec  the  atmo- 
sphere each  family  was  living  in.

However,  a number  of  these 
games  have  slipped  away  in  the  sec- 
ond half.  First,  a ten  point  halftime 
lead  was  squandered  against  South- 
ern Utah  in  the  Albertson's  Classic  in 
Idaho.  Navy  needed  two  overtimes 
to  finally  nip  the  Greyhounds  65-62 
in  perhaps  their  most  thrilling  game 
so  far  this  yeac  And  after  a half  of 
some  of  their  best  play  all  year  put 
them  up  31-20  at  halftime  against 
Iona,  Loyola  managed  only  1 6 points 
in  the  second  half.  This  opened  the 
door  for  a 63-47  Iona  victory. 

So  at  the  midpoint  of  the  season, 
Loyola  stands  with  an  overall  record 
of  1-11.  Quite  a change  fromits  14-14 
finish  last  year  which  could  only  be 
repeated  this  year  by  a number  of 
historical  transfers,  such  as  a Grant 
Hill  or  a Chris  Webbei:  in  order  to 
rattle  off  13  victories  in  the  16  re- 
maining games.  Hey-il  could  hap- 
pen! 

While  the  circumstances  have 


produced  a dismal  season  now. 
there  are  a number  of  young  play- 
ers sporting  Loyola  jerseys  who  arc 
gaining  crucial  experience  which 
will  help  the  program  in  the  future. 

Sophomore  B.  J.  IVndleton  has 
been  the  consistent  point  scorer, 
averaging  15.2  points  a game. 

Freshmen  guards  Matt  Walker 
and  Teron  Owens  have  been  a part 
of  the  ever-changing  starting  line- 
up and  usuallycombine  fordouble 
digit  scoring.  Sophomore  guard 
Malt  Cabriei  exploded  forl7points 
In  the  heartbreaker  at  the  Naval 
Academy's  Halsey  Ficldhouse. 

And  don't  forget  forward  Mark 
Sparzak  who  has  occasionally  lit 
up  the  scoreboard  as  well, 
moslrtccnlly  a 26  point  barrage 
versus  St.  Peter's.  He  still  has  an- 
other year  of  play  ahead  of  him. 

Perhaps  reserving  a hotel  for 
Loyola  in  the  1995  NCAA  Champi- 
onship showdown  versus  the  Fab 
Rve  of  Michigan  Ls  still  a tad  risky. 
But  with  the  solid  play  that  our 
young  team  hasallowed  to  emerge 
at  limes,  salvaging  a decent  record 
in  the  second  half  of  this  season 
and  comingback  strong  in  the  years 
to  come  are  very  real  possibilities.
